Endured in Africa. 

Writing on David Livingstone. mis- 
sionary and African éxplorer, Sir Har. 
ry H. Johnston says in the British 
Journal; “During the 
Winter or rainy season of 1868-9 Liv- 
ingstone was very fll. Ho had been 
wet times without number and suf- 
fered from terrible pains tn the chest 
and pneumonia, He was often semi- 
delirious and subject to delusions, such 
as that the bark of the trees was cov- 
ered with figures and faces of men. 
He thought often of bis children and 
friends, and his thoughts seemed al- 
most to conjure them up before bim. 
For the first time in his life he was 
being carried and could not ratse him- 
self to a sitting position. The Arabs 
were very kind to lim in his extreme 
weakness, but the vertical sun, biis- 
tering any part of the skin exposed to 
it, tried him sorely {n the day marches. 

“In July, 1870, bis feet were almost 
consumed with Irritable, eating ulcers, 
pulsating with pain, * * * These sores 
were obviously communicated by mos- 
quitoes from the blood of the wretch- 
ed slaves who were tortured with 
them, Livingstone could fall asleep 
when he wished at the shortest notice. 
A mat and a shady tree under which 
‘to spread {it would at any time afford 
him a refreshing sleep, But In his 
last years of travel sleep was often 
made sad by the realistic dreams of 
happy English life from which he wak- 
ened to find himself ill and. consumed 
with anxiety that he might not live 
to complete bis mission. 

“After 18069 he suffered much from 
the results of the decay and loss of 
his molar teeth, so that imperfect mas- 
tication of rough African food induced 
severe dyspepsia, his bodily

strength weakened under a condition, 


of permanent malnutrition. Stanley, 
by relieving him when he did. gave 
him at least two more years of life, 
a certain measure of happiness and the 
sweet consolation that he was not for- 
gotten and that thé magnitude of his 
discoveries Was appreciated.”

CUZCO AND THE INCAS. — 


Peru's Ancient City Was on the Plan 
of the Roman Camp. 

The ancient city of Cuzco, when Orst 
viewed by Europeay eyes, was. accord: 
Ing to the best authorities, a great and 
wealthy municipality of perbaps 200,- 
000 souls. How old it was at that tine 
we have scant means of knowing. 
Garcilasso would have us believe that 
there were only thirteen Incas in the 
royal family line from Manco Capae 
to Huayna Capac. . Montesinos, on the 
other hand, assures us that the Incas 
ruled a thousand years! Which are we 
to believe? No written history of the 
race exists—only the records of the 
juipus, those queer knotted strings 
which were the Incas’ sole documents 
and for which no arebaeologist has as 
yet discovered the key, the Rosetta 
stone. 


Cuzeo's original plan was, singularly | 
2. that of the Roman camp, a 


adrangle divided by two intersecting 


streets into quarters, with a gate on 


each face and towers at the angles. 
The Incas, like the citizens of the 
United States, had no more definite 


name for the country than Tavan- | 
tinsuya, the Esspire of the Four Prov. - 


inces. ‘Che four streets of the capital, 
prolonged by great roads, divided it 
into four main provinces, each under 
the dominion of its governor. When 
their people came to Cuzco they lodged 
in their own quarter, where they ad- 
hered to their national costumes and 
the customs of their own province. 
The city today 


being virtually the old main thorough- 
fares. Its two eastern quarters lie 
upon steep hillsides; the two western 
are in the valley, where runs », little 
river, the MHuatanay, spanned by, 
bridges. 

The northeast quarter was the Pala- 
tine hill of this South American Rome 
and contains the palaces of the kings, 
for each Inca, after the manner of the 
Roman.emperors, built bis own abode, 
scorning to live in that of bis prede- 
cessor.—Sceribuer's Magazine. 


HISTORIC NOTRE. DAME. 


Checkered Career of the Wenderful 
Parisian Cathedral. 

Some account of the history and 
vicissitudes of Notre Dame appears in 
the London Strand Magazine. Tho 
first cathedral was erected in the year 
528 by Childebert and afterwam de- 
molished, the same site being used for 


* the present building, which was begun | 


in 1168 and finished ip 1351. 

Alexander IIT. laid the foundation 
stone, the first mass being celebrated 
by the patriarch Heraclius. The grand 
old building has been sorely beset by 

many dangers and has witnessed many 
strange and stirring scenes. 

The reign of terror in 1798 led to 

such disgraceful orgies within the pre- 

, cincts of the cathedral that it was 
' closed to the public asa place of di- 
' yine worship in 1794, but was reopen- 
ed in 1802 by Napoleon. ‘The fnterior 
has suffered severely at times at the 
hands of the mob and individuals. 
The worst offender was perbaps Louls 
XIV., who, carrying out bis father's 
vow, eaused the destruction of the 
fourteenth century stalls, the high al- 
tar embellished with gold and silver 
statuettes, the clofsters,: tombs and 
unique stained glasswork. In 1845 
restoration was necessary in many 
parts of the building, the work being 
successfully undertaken by Lassus, 
Viollet le Duc and Boeswillwald. 

In 1871, also during the commune, 
Notre Dame was menaced with grave 
| dangers owing to the fury of the 
se who, having effected an

entrance, collected all the available 
chairs and other combustible material 
| and, piling them {n a bonfire, drench- 
| ed with oil in the center of the choir, 
| attempted to destroy the cathedral 
| by Ore. The evil designs of the in- 
eendiaries were, however, happily 
frustrated by tve arrival of the’ ua- 
| tional guard.
